This Reasons for Allowance action is in response to the filing of 03/1 1/2009. 

Allowance 

1 . Claims 3-5 have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, & 6-3 1 have been amended with written arguments which overcome the 
examiner's prior rejections and objections, see paper of 03/1 1/2009. Examiner withdraws all 
outstanding rejections and objections to Claims 1, 2, & 6-31. 

3. Claims 1, 2, & 6-31 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. Prior art was found which disclosed a method and apparatus for using client puzzles to 
protect against denial of service attacks [e.g. Schuba et al. (US-6944663-B2)] and cryptographic 
countermeasures against connection depletion attacks [e.g. JuelsetaL_(US-7197639-Bl)] and a 
system and method for authentication of network users and issuing a digital certificate [e.g. 
French et al. (US-6321339-B1)]. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- The prior art of record does not teach or render obvious the limitations as recited in 
independent Claims 1, 16, 17, 18, & 19 specific to the limitations found in the cancelled 
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Art Unit: 2436 

dependent Claims 3-5 that were objected to as Allowable Subject matter as shown in the 
Final Office action date 12/23/2008. 

- Therefore, the Examiner considers these limitations as applied to a method and apparatus 
of preventing network denial of service attacks using an accumulated proof-of-work 
approach as the non-obvious novelties of the invention. 

- Dependent claims are allowed as they depend from an allowable independent claim.
